TIMELY WARNING. 


England’s Interests Must Not be 
Jeopardized by France, 


A Significant Hint Thrown Out by Gladstone 
at the Lord Mayor’s Banquet Last Night— 
Wholesale Eviction of Irish Tenants in Ire= 
land—Diseased Cattle--Empress Eugenie. 


Special Cablegram tothé Post-Dispatch. 

LonpoNn, November 10.—The principal 
feature of the Lord Mayor’s banquet last 
night was the tremendous ovation which 
was accorded to the Marquis Tseng on his 
appearance in the Guild Hall. The prolonged 
and enthusiastic cheering which greeted the 
Chinese Ambassador when he was intro- 
duced to the guests made a visible impres- 
sion upon Mr. Gladstone, and evidently in- 
spired many of the remarks made by the 
Prime Minister in his reply to the toast 
of “Her Majesty’s Ministers.” Neither 
Earl Granville, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Mr, Childers, Secretary of War, nor Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, Home Secretary, 
was present. Their absence was particularly 
noticed during Mr. Gladstone’s speech, An- 
other absence, that of President Kruger of 
the Transvaal Republic and his two col- 
leagues, also caused comment. The Lord 
Mayor had been formally requested to invite 
these three gentiemen, who are guests of the 
Government pending the conclusion of their 
official business; but the Lord Mayor openly 
refused to invite them, and published as his 
reason that they represented a Govern- 
ment of murderers. Mr. Gladstone. 
in his speech, and while facing 
the Marquis Tseng, caused a sensation 
by announcing that England would be found 
seconding every effort of the distinguished 
Ambassador to secure a peaceful settlement 
of the present difficulty. This statement was 
received with applause, in which even M. 
De Lesseps joined. The audience generally 
accepted this utterance of the Prime Minis- 
ter as an official announcement of a deter- 
mined Government policy and as an official. 
warning to France to abstain from warlike 
enterpgises in which the iaterests of England 
might be jeopardized. | 

EVICTION IN IRELAND. 
Great excitementexists throughout Lougchrea, 
Ireland,in consequence of a system of whole- 
sale evictions put into operation to-day, as 
a direct result of the revived feuds between 
the Orangemen and Nationalists. The evict- 
ing landlords before proceeding to oust their 
tenants secured the protection of the police 
and had soldiers with fixed bayonets sta- 
tioned on guard around each farm that was 
to be cleared. Thus prepared, the landlords 
had the constables dispossess al! the tenants, 
putting them and their effects into the road- 
ways. Theevictions began at daylight and 
were well under way before the neighbors 
of the sufferers were made aware of what 
was going om. Then all the farm- 
ers and farm hands fer miles around 
gathered in groups about the different 
scenes of eviction, and nothing but the over- 
—————— | powering strength of the well-entrenched 
military prevented the worst furms of riot- 
| ing and bloodshed. 
THE POPULAR PRINCE. 

The Prince of Wales has received many 
pressing invitations to makea state tour 
through Ireland, and Mr. Gladstone, with 
whom the Prince isa great favorite, is en- 
couraging his Royal Highness to make the 
tour, and is assured that his presence will 
havea most salutary effect in quieting the 
troubles there, which are daily beeoming 
more riotous in their nature. The ‘lortes are 
already opposing the plan of sending the 
Prince to Ireland asaroyal mediator, and 
pretend to fear that the Irish revolutionists 
will attempt his life. 

AN OFFICIAL DENIAL. 

In official circles the rumor that the Mar 
quis of Lorne will succeed Earl Spencer as 
Lord Lieutenant of [reland, is denied. The 
report is said to have had no other feunda- 
tion than a guess on the part of acorrespond- 
ent who mistook court activity in an entirely 
different direction.

Chester Merrick Clubs and Shoots 
His Prisoners. 

The Fioors,.Wallstand Bedding of a New 
York State Jail Covered With Blood and 
Debris—Crezed With Whisky—Locked Up 
to Answer the Charge of Murder. 


By Tel egrapnh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Nr w York, November 10.—A special dis- 
patch to the Wortp from Carmel, N. Y¥., 
says: ‘“This usually guiet Village was thrown 
into the wildest state of excitement, and was 
called upon to witness one of the bloodiest 
and most brutal exhibitions ever enacted 
within its precincts on Wednesday evening; 
one which is ‘directly attributable to the 
drunkenness of a cowardly jailer, and which 
may terminate fatally in the case of one of 
his prisoners, During the afternoon three 
men were arrested for drunkenness, the re- 
sult of eleetion bets, and locked up 
by the jailer, Chester Merrick, who had 
himself been drinking pretty freely during 
the day. Later on, and on several occasions 
Merrick brought whisky into the jail and 
treated the prisoners, of whom there were 
eight, including the negro Riley, who is 


charged with the murder of Hannah Sun- 
dertin, and it was not long before they 
became very boisterous. About 5 
o’clock Merriekx entered the jail for the pur- 
pose of feeding the prisoners, taking his club 
“a him. He locked the outside dour after 

im 

AND STAGGERED TOWARD THE CELLS, 

when one of the prisouers, named Kirk of 
Kent, a ten-day man, said to the jailer: 
“You ought nut to come in Nére drunk.” 

“Mind your @wn business,” retorted Mer- 
rick, with an oath, at the same time striking 
him a terrible blow on the head with his 
club, following it up with several other 
blows in rapid succession. The blood which 
streamed frem the wounded man’s head 
blinded his eves, and he staggered about,the 
crimson fluid Howing upon the floor. “Why 
in don’t you put your —— head over 
the sink and notlet your infernal blood on 
the floor?’ growled Merrick, and as the poor 
man did not at once obey the brutal jailer, 
he again struck him on the head and in the 
face, until he beeame almost unurecogniza- 
ble. Just then another prisoner named 
James Byrnes of Cold Springs who had 
been sent up for sixty days, interfered and 
said, ‘*For God’s sake, don’t kill the man.” 
Merrick then turned on Byrnes and struck 
hii a blow, and the other prisoners joined 
ina general fight, soon overpowering the 
jailer, who was 

PRETTY ROUGHLY HANDLED. 

Mrs. Merrick, hearing a great noise, looked 
through the window which opens from the 
jailer’s apartments into the jail, and saw 
that the men were ail engaged in a fight and 
had blood upon thelr faces. She at ounce 
went to the front door and gave a general 
alarm. A large crowd quickiy assembled in 
frontof the Court House,and two men named 
William and Aibert Corbin. unlocked the 
door and entered the jail. With the aid of 
Riley, the murderer, and another prisoner, 
Merrick was pulled away from his now infu- 
riated and haif crazed assailants aud drazged 
out. Just as he was leaving, one of the 

risohers made a lunge at hin witha Knife, 

ut the heavy iron dvor was siamimed in his 
face. Merrick was covered with blood from 
his face dgwnward, and had he been in the 
den a few moments longer he would not have 
been 

PERMITTED TO LEAVE ALIVE. 
He now became raging mad, saying he would 
have revenge, and started for bis apart- 
ments. The prisoners meanwhile ran about 
in the corridor like wild beasts, clamoring 
for their brutal jailer and filling the air with 
the vilest oatus, Returning, Merrick again 
started to enter-the jail in company witha 
man, bth armed with clubs, but the crowd 
deemed it unsafe to allow him, in his condi- 
tion, to enter, and overpowered him, taking 
the keys of the prison from him. County 
Clerk Weeks at once telegraphed to 
Cold Spring fer. Sheriff Neison, and 
to Brewsters’ for Deputy Sheritt 
John Day. During a temporary luli! 
Merrick had become worked up into a ter- 
rible frenzy and went to his room, returning 
a moment later with a revolver—a British 
bulldog—and proceed:d to the Jail door. 
Not having the keys, he stood by the grating 
door and singled out Byrnes, who was stand- 
ing in the corridor, and fired at him, the ball 
taking effect in his left breast. 
BYRNES FELL TO THE FLOOR 
and his companions went to his assistance, 
vainly calling on Merrick to send fora doc- 
tor. The latter, however, not yet sarisfied 
with his work, got a hammer and endeavored 
to break the lock of the Jail, saying he want- 
ed to get at them. He seeined thoroughly 
crazed and reckless, and it required the com- 
bined efforts of haifa dozen men to keep 
him in subjection. Finally he left and went 
to a neighvoring saloon where he boasted of 
what he had done and expressed his willing- 
ness to treat any one present to a similar 
duse. Dvoctors Adams and La Monte soon 
arrived at the scene, but neither would dare 
to enter the jail as long as the prisoners were 
atlarge. The latter, however, accompanied 
by Constable Arnold and several men, went 
in, aud the prisoners all retired to their re- 
spective cells without opposition 
AND WERE LOCKED UP. 
Byrnes was removed to the Grand Jury 
room, adjoining the Jail, where «n examina- 
tion showed that the bullet had entered the 
breast just above the left nipple, passing‘ 
through the body and lodging just beneath 
the skin below the pointvf the shouider- 
blade, and it Wwaseasily extracted. On the 
arrival of Deputy Sheriff Day he arrested 
Merrick and locked him in a ceil, and Sheriff 
Neilson assumed control of the Jail. After 
Merrick was locked up he raved like a mad 
man, and hurled the vilest epithets at the 
Sheriff and those who stood by. He tore up the 
bedding and succeeded in smashing every- 
thing destructible in hiscell. Finally, from 
sheer exhaustion he fell into a arunken 
sleep, in which he remained until morning, 
when he professed to remember nothing of 
what he did. 
MERRICK IS BUT 24 YEARS OLD 

and has a wife and éhild) He was appointed 
jailer in June last, and, although it had been 
remarked that he was unfit for the position, 
he was retained because the Sheriff of the 
county had died and no one could 
be found who would accept the of- 
fice on aceount of the small pay. 
Sheriff Day said it was necessary to 
overpower and choke Merrick before he 
could be put under arrest. ithough still 
alive Byrnes. was ina critical condition to- 
day, and Coroner J. A. of Brewster’s 
this afternoon took his ante-mortem state- 
ment, in which he blamed Merrick for the 
manner in which he'treated him, saying that 
he gave the jailer no provocation for the 
shooting. On entering the Jail Sheriff 
Day found a most deplorable state of affairs. 
The floors, walls and bedding of the cells 
were . 

COVERED WITH DEBRIS AND BLOOD 
and showed evidences of a terrible conflict. 
Four of the prisoners bore marks of vio- 
lence, there being cuts, bruises and clots of 
blood upon their faces and suas.

“*How does the flliterary of Missouri com- 
pare with other States?” 
“Why, we have to-day in Missouri 40,655 
white people who cannot write their own 
names. In addition to these are 19,048 ¢vl- 
ored folksin the same predicament—this is 
official mark, you,” 
‘You think the Blair appropriation will 
change all this?” 
“Or course it will, not only in Missouri, 
but in other States. It would, if it had a 
fair chance, take the unlettered million of 
eee than half the States and make voters of 
them.” 
*‘Uniettered million ?’’ 
“Yes, unlettered million! Listen to these 
figures, which are official. Let us take a few 
States at random, and see how they figure 
up. There are of yoters who cannot even 
write their own names in Virginia, 
31,474 white, and 100,219 ~=colored. 
I know figures are dull reading, but see 
here’ continued Mr. Merwin, “there are in 
Texas 33,085 white ‘and 29,669 colored who 
are in the same fix as tne neople of Vir- 
ginia. In ‘Tennessee it is even. worse— 
there are upwards of 104,000 voters, inciuding 
white and coloured, who ean neither read nor 
write. Of course what is true of Tennessee is 
true of Kentucky, Mississippi, Gece 
Arkansas, Alabama and other States. Wha 
I say is, let us have schools sufficient to 
teach the elementary principles.”

He had amaniy form, a pierc- 
ing, fiery eye, a trating voice, a ciear 
style, great. practical sense, an eye for the 
beautiful, and the ability to draw poctical 
iliustrations from life and nature. 

He preached nis last sermon from Matt. 
xi:25-30, and closed by saying: ‘This, aud 
much more may be said from the passage, 
but lam too weak, and here we will stop.” 
He diedon the 18th of January, 1546, be- 
tween two and three o’clock in the morning 
atthe age of 62 years,3 months and eight 
days. He was ing out upon a bed till _a 
lead coffin could ast, and two painters 
were employed to take his likness. He suf- 
fered much before death came, prayed fre- 
quently, often commending his soul to Gud, 
the iast words he uttered having beena 
tnreefold repetition of this sentence.

And read.carefully this conversation with 
an old Mexican Colonel, a thorough reaction- 
ary, grudge-hating Mexican. 

‘‘Had I the authority,” said the Colonel, 


frankly, *“‘I would never have granted the 
railroad charters which are making this 
great bustie. Ifearthe agzression of the 
Americans. The conservative Mexican pol- 
icy is to grant you such privileges only when 
they are balanced by others to Europeaus. 
This was the consisient poticy of Juarez and 
Lerdo, It was Porfirio Diaz, during his 
residency, who first broke 1¢ down and 
rought this invasion upun us.” 
“We, on the contrary, incline to make it 
one of his merits,” I said—‘‘a proof of his 
superior enlightenment. He stepped over 
the boundaries of narrow prejudice and 
jealousy, and allowed a beginning to be 
made of developing the country by those 
who were ready to doit, without waiting 
farther for those who would not.” § 
“His enemies say he was bought,” re- 
juined the Culonel, who had evidently no 
great iove for Portirio. “He has not n 
whoily above corruption in his time. He 
made fabulous sums out of the liquidation of 
the military arrears, for instance. He paid 
$1,000,000 for his maguiticent hacienda in the 
state of Oaxaca. Where did that come trom? 
That is a great weakness among us for 
jicial corruption. There are too many ex- 
amples of it. A defaulting person in a high 
place is rareiy punished. When I see a case 
of that kind treated with severity I shall be- 
gin to conceive new hopes.” 
“But,” I argued, the Americans certainly 
have no other designs than that of commer- 
cial profit. They do not want your country.

There will naturally be sympathy for them 
at home, and they will moye heaven and 
earth rather thanlose. A thousand times 
better that our country were not developed 
at all than at such a price.,”’ 

As I still insisted upon the unreasonable- 
ness of this notion, the Colonel eontinued: 
“Even granting that you are sincere in what 
you. say of the wishes of your people, I feel 
that it is the manifest destiny of Mexico to 
be taken by the United States. In former 
times the Latin races ruled the world, but in 
this and, the coming ages the Sax- 
on race will do it. You area strong, com- 
mercial people, and commeree is the breath 
of the nostrils of modern civilization. Look 
at what you. have done in California since it 
ceased to be a Spanish province, I have 
been at San Francisco—a great, splendid 
city; 1 looked upon it with amazement. 
‘This was once Mexican,’ I said to myself. 
‘Ah, what a different genius from that of 
Mexico!’ Yes, you will get us. It will be 
the amelioration of many abuses, and our 
greater vrosperity, without doubt; but I 
hope 1 shall never live to see that day. Asa 
patriot, as a soldier, I would ‘give my life 
fifty times over rather than consent to it.”’

The Great Actress Tells the Story of 
Her First New York Engagement. 
In a Baltimoré interview Clara Morris 
relates her  strugzgies. yiara Morris 
is easily the foremost among Awer- 
ican actresses, and her reappearance in 
this city, after an absence extending over 
several years,is a matter meet for congratula- 
tion. The interest felt in her engagement at 
the Academy during the coming Week ex- 
tends to all classes of amusement lovers, and 
the advauce saies of seats foretells a series 
of crowded houses, ‘lo a reporter Miss Mor- 
ris recentiy told the story of her early life 
upon the stage as follows: 

“I shall never forget,”’ she said, ‘‘climbing 
over the blocks of ice that were always piled 
up every morning against the side dvor of 
the Hoffman House, in order to reach the 
stage door of the old Fifth Avenue Theater, 
nor my wonder if that old man who stood at 
the entrance was the individual upon whom 
my future fate depended. I had just arrived 
from Cincinnati, woere | had occupied the 
position of leading lady for one season ata 
saiary of $35 per wees. I was supporting my 
mother there, and,in order to make my ap- 
plication personally for a position in the 
Fifth Avenue Theater, had veen obliged to 
supply iy own piace for the week in Cincin- 
pal, travel two nights on the cars, and pay 
miy New York expenses; no small undertak- 
ing at thattime fora girl of my age and re- 
sponsibilities. 

“Thad come straight from Cleveland to 
Cincinnati, and had therefore only a_ loca! 
reputation and that which had been made 
for me by stars who

named Clara Morris, who could act.

and when, in obedience to Mr. Daly’s de- 
mand for a personal interview, | presented 
myself at the door of the Fifth Avenue The- 
ater, in New York, lcarriedin my pocketa 
contract from Mr. Maguire of California, 
(who, by the way, is an uncie of my present 
ent manager, Mr. Goodwin), binding 
himself to give me *100 per week, in guid, 
and two clear benefits, witha rignt to choice 
of parts as leading lady in his theater. 

But New York was the goal of my ambition, 
and to obtain an opportunity in this Mecca 
of my hopes 1 was willing to sacritice what- 
ever present good fortune was held out to 
me. 

“I was nota particularly attractive ob- 
ject on iny first arrival ip New York City. I 
had bat two dresses in the world, except my 
stage wardrobe, which was correct but rigid- 
ly contined to the necessities of parts. 

“Mr. Augustin Daiy had been accustomed 
to the maguificence of Miss Morant, Fanuie 
Davenport, Agnes Ethel and others of his 
really splendid stock company, and he 
looked down upon my 5 feet 3 inches, ciad in 
arusty linen gown and carrying a satchel, 
with a shrug, and doubt expressed in every 
live of his face. He engaged me, but only 
upon condition that I should take any part, 
save that of soubrette or a general utility 
performer. My salary was to be $40 a week, 
with the understanding that if I made a dis- 
tinct and undeniable success it should be 
doubled. Upon this sum I was to live, sup- 
port my motuer, and buy my stage dresses. 

“When I had moved and settled with our 
small belongings, | had not one dollar left, 
and my means were so cramped, that they 
would not admit of our eating meat oftener 
than once aday. My motier used to ask me 
it 1 would haye my chops to rehearse upon 
or to act upon, and as | preferred to have the 
strength to act upon, | used often to be so 
weak at rehearsal, that 1 could not act at ail, 
and lam sure Mr. Daly endured mucn meo- 
tal distress in regard to the fiaseo which he 
was convinced | was going to make. 

“What days and nights these were! I had 
but two dresses, as | told you, besides my 
stage wardrobe, and that Was 
not intended modern society 
plays, but_ for what is called the 
legitimate. My two day dresses were useful 
80 lar as they went, but they were of linen, 
hot hew, and had been washed several times, 
and looked shabby eucugh beside the stun- 
hing costumes in which my companions ap- 
peared, ready for a Broadway promenade 
after the business of the day—the rehearsal! 
was over. Well, it wasin ‘Man and Wife’ 
that I made the New York appearance, and 
it was in 1871. Agnes Ethel was cast for the 
part of Anne Sxivester, I, Bianche. lt was 
at the jast moment that Miss Ethel refused 
to act the part of Anne Syivester.”

ABRAHAM LINCOLA. 


His Early Sentiments on the Question 
of Slavery. 
A contributor to the State Journal says: 
Anything said or done by Abraham Lincoln 
is of historical interest. His earlier utter- 
ances upon the subject of slavery are of 
peculiar interest. The fdllowing, in all 
probability, is his very earliest utterances 
upon the abolition of slavery and his opinion 
upon the authority of Congress to deal with 
the quesiion. ‘This expression of opinion is 
contained in a protest presented by Mr. Lin- 
coln and his colleague, Dan Stone of Sanga- 
mon County, as memvers of the Tenth Gen- 
eral Assembly, and was presented on the 3d 
day of March,1837,nearly twenty years before 
Lincoln became prominentin the discussion 
of the slavery question. 
The following is the record: The following 
protest was presented to the House, which 
was rrad and ordered to be spread on the 
journals, to-wit: 
**Resolutions upon the subject of domestic 
slavery having passed both branches of the 
General Assembly at its present session, the 
undersigned hereby protest against the pas- 
sage of the same. 
‘hey believe that the institution of slavery 
is founded on both injustice and bad policy; 
but that the promulgation of abolition doec- 
trines tends rather to increase than to abate 
its evils. 

‘They believe that the Congress of the 
United Siates has no power, under the Con- 
stitution, to interfere with the institutions 
of slavery in the different States. 

“They believe that the Congress of the 
United States has the power, under the Con- 
stitution, to abolish slavery in the District of 
Columbia, but that that power ought not to 
be exercised unless at the request of the 
people of said district. 

‘The difference between these options and 
those contained in the said resolutions, is 
their reason for entering this protest. 

“DANIEL STONE,

mon.’ ' 

The langaage as wellas the sentiments 
are undoubtedly Lincoin’s. It seems to me 
that this brief bit of history exhibits in it- 
self the essence of Mr. Linvoliu’s character, 
and furnishes a foundation upon which to 
rest ali the admiration and contidence after- 
ward felt and expressed by his friends. 
‘Though so modest in tone they are iull of 
méaning, and give evidence of true states- 
manship. Taking into consideration also 
the fact that Mr. Lineoln was at the time 
only 28 years of age, it greatly neutralizes 
the forcesof the argument of those who 
claim that Mr. Lincvln’s name aad fame 
were largely the resuit of accident, in his 
later life. It isa matter of gome local in- 
terest to note that. Gen. John A. McCler- 
nanud,one of the Representatives from Galia- 
tin County at the time, was Chairman of the 
committee in the House which hed the reso- 
lutions under eensideration, against which 
the above protest was made. At that time, 
McCilernand was a geod deal bigger man in 
the State of Lilinols, and the nation fur that 
matter, than Linculn.

EXORCISING DEVILS IN INDIA. 


Curious Petition of Natives in Madras 
Against Soothsayers, 
From the London Times, Oct. 25. 


The Cominissioner of Police of Madras 
has received the following curious native 
petition, which was numerously signed : 

RESPECTED Srr—We, the undersigned in- 
habitants of Numgumbakum, beg to bring 
to your notice the existence of what we sore- 
ly teel an unmitigated public nuisance, and 
pray for its immediate removal. Amid a 
thick, dark, shady grove, about only 100 
yards from the Agra harem, and not half a 
furlong from the public road, there is a Kali 
temple, which, from the peculiar nature of 
the situation, has been marked out as an ad- 
Vantageous place of soothsaying and exor- 
cism. Here once a week (and now twice or 
thrice, as he chooses) a soothsayer manages 
to gather about him a number of people of 
both sexes aud various castes by his powers, 
of which we need hardly say anything, of 
soothsaying, casting out devils, ete. 

Not to speak of the superstitious practices 
that take place, we feel such meetings gross- 
ly reprebensible, and extremely objectiona- 
ble on the following grounds, which, how- 
ever, are but a few among many: That the 
place, abounding as it does with snake holes, 
is a very dangerous one for people to resort 
to in the nigit, the usual time when he be- 
gins his business being 1l and 12 p. m.; that 
it has been found to bea resort of wicked 
ersons of necessarily evil designs; that it 
being the dead of the night when the seance 
C@iiuences (and it vontinues the whole night 
and some hours in the moruing), his dread 
howlings and jarring drums disturb our 
night’s sleep_and startle young children in 
bed; add to these the general behavior on 
the occasion, which is an outrage upon the
